from the hall in a body. 
The open­ 
ing services wert' gone through, E x­ 
alted Rnler J. T. Sanborn being in 
the chair, after which the program 
for the afternoon was carried out. 
The Aeolian quartette, Mesdames J . 
C. Atherton and G. D. LaB ar and 
Messrs. E. O. Webb and S. F. Alder­ 
man, rendered in a very delightful 
manner, “ Lift Up Your Heads' 
This was followed by a prayer bv 
Rev. A. H. Carver. 
Brother S. F. 
Alderman thau gave the introductory 
remarks and in part said as follows: 
“ The object of this service has been 
made clear to all, I bellieve, by the 
opening ceremonies. 
The first Tues- 
d iv in December of each year, has 
been set apart and dedicated as a 
day on which shall be commemorat­ 
ed, by every Elk lodge, in sacred 
session, the memories of departed 
brothers. 
Our laws say ‘sacred 
session’ hence a Sabbath day has 
been selected, and we are here on 
this beautiful Sabbath afternoon, in 
obedience to our laws,tocomrnemorate 
the memories of the departed ones 
As a lodge we have always observed 
these ceremonies in a formal way, 
but never before have the conditions 
been the same as today. 
Providence 
has dealt kindly with us, for not until 
Nov. 16th of the present year have 
we been called upon to mourn the 
death of a single member. 
Brainerd 
Lodge No. 615, was instituted on the 
23rd day of August, I DOO, with a 
charter membership of 64, since that 
time we have steadily grown until 
today we have a total membership of 
171, and are one of the strongest and 
most prosperous 
lodges in 
this 
state. 
Today, their is one vacant 
chair in our circle; one link in the 
golden chain of friendship and broth­ 
erly love is broken, and it is with 
sorrowing hearts that we recall the 
scenes of a few days ago, when with 
bowed heads and tender loving hands 
we bore one of our most esteemed 
and beloved brothers, to his last, 
long resting place. 
“Our brother, Frank B. Johnson, 
was born on the first day of Septem ­ 
ber, 1862, at Mankato, in this state. 
He came to this city in \882, just as 
he was blossoming into manhc o l, he 
lived here and enjoyed the respect 
and esteem of all who came in con­ 
tact with him. 
On the morning of 
the 16th day of November just passed, 
the gavel sounded from the station 
of the Grand Exalted Ruler of the 
Universe, calling him to the great 
lodge on high. 
“ He lived a true life, he died an 
honored and respected 
man, what 
more need be said of him. This lodge 
knew and appreciated his value, aud 
we know and fully realize our great 
loss, but our loss is his gain, for be 
is now at rest, free from the cares 
and anxieties of this weary toilsome 
life. 
By the decree of an all wise 
Providence, our brother has been 
called into the light which is beyond 
the valley of the shadow of death; He 
who watches over all our destinies, 
has the spirit of the departed under 
his watchful care and on the last 
great day will again unite the chain 
of fraiernal love so recently broken. 
Broth* r W . A. Fleming then fol­ 
lowed with a few touching senti­ 
m ents expressed in [jarl a s follows: 
Brothers and Friends; “ I gladly 
undertake the p art assigned to me 
in this memorial service, of offering 
a few words of tribute to the mem­ 
ory of our departed brother, Frank 
B. Johnson, because be was not only 
a brother, but also my friend. 
The 
purpose of this service generally is 
to honor the dead of the order every­ 
where, but would it seem harsh for 
us to forget the dead of our own 
lodge? 
So we pause here a moment 
in the program of the day. to t>ay 
our respect* to him whom we loved 
and whose memory we cherish 
“ While it J is a source of sincere 
sorrow that our brother was no soon 
taken from us, yet it is with supreme 
satisfaction th a t in our hearts we 


feel th a t he lived a commendable 
and an honorable life, and that in 
honoring him here today, we also 
honor thfiMcity in which he so king 


brother. 
Kindly words, gentle deeds 
and friendly smiles seem to me to 
have marked the sunshine in his 
life; and, my brothers, these are 
the really important things. 
“ In that 
wouderous tn»ok,— the 
Book—how precious to 
us is the 
revelation of 
the divine 
alchemy 
which takes the two mites of the 
widow and turns them into greater 
wealth thau the gifts of all the rich. 
‘It is the little things that count, 
and it is, ii: a measure, liecause of 
the fact that it 
was our brother s 
w*ay to do the little, kind and gener­ 
ous things, that we do today mourn 
his death. 
“ In the midst of his usefulness, 
while in middle lib*, he sank from 
our sight and from tie* world. 
With 
loving hands he was borne away and 
laid at rest am m g the weeping wil­ 
lows, the sighing pities and the cold, 
white monuments of the city of the 
dead, away 
from 
the 
scenes 
of 
life, away from his fraternal friends, 
— forever at rest beside the grave of 
her 
whose 
hand he 
won,—the 
partner of his early life' 
“Stand here and cry iuto th*’ fu­ 
ture as you may, no answer will ever 
come back to you. 
O ur only answer 
is the present,—in what we see about 
us, and what we feel aud think and 
care,-—aud in the testimonies of the 
past. 
Climb to any heighth you 
will, 
dive to any depth you can, 
stretch wide your wings and soar 
"From Htitr lo Mur, 
From world to Intuition- World, a- far 
A- t h o onlv«*r-« • t r e u - h f - It- 
Hamlnn 
wall,** 
and pour your plaintive cry through 
all the spheres, aud the same dumb 
silence will greet you. 
But we know 
and feel that, if this is tin* end, then 
life is a sorry thing indeed. 
Is it 
worth living? 
I do not know. 
I 
am not sure. 
This I do know,— that 
there is in me, as there is in you, a 
strange conscientiousness that there 
is something in us that is immortal, 
—that will never die. 
Let us hot** 
and trust that this is so. 
“ Our brother has solved the awful 
mystery of death, and if our holies 
be not a vain delusion, and if those 
sweet 
lessons 
learned 
a ’ 
a 
mother’s knee are not a myth, in a 
little while we too shall pass over 
the dark river, and maybe we shall 
then clasp our brother's hand again 
and ag ain . 
In time to come, when those of us 
who knew the brother, pass by the 
spot now sacred as his resting place. 
we will pause while “memory drojis 
a tear among the flowers that af­ 
fection has strewn over his g rav e.'’ 
B rother,* |a 'long farewell, till we 
meet a g a in .” 
Brother S. F. Alderman rendered, 
with very pleasing effect. “ The Way 
of the Cross,’’ and this number on 
the program was followed by the 
memorial address, delivered by H. 
H. 
Gillen, 
of 
Stillw ater 
lodge. 
Brother Gillen spoke as follows: 


Brother Elks, Ladies and Gentle 
men:— 


‘The one great thought and p u r­ 
pose of this lodge is to aid those in 
sickness and distress; to protect and 
comfort the weak and unfortunate 
and to aid the despondent. 
Besides 
this, my friends, it s mission is to 
learn how to live by frequent com­ 
munion and frequent association; the 
telling of man how to enjoy the good 
things of life without abuse. 
In lieu 
of these characteristics, like Topsy, 
it grows. 
Its founders never dream ­ 
ed of its present greatness and yet 
they are entitled to all the credit and 
praise, for, through them it has 
grown to produce the present grent 
and gratifying results. 
They built 
wiser than they knew. 
“ It was in the year 1866 that the 
city of New York changed its city 
laws, making them much closer, as 
we would say, or making many re 
strictions. 
They closed all beer 
gardens, theatres, places of amuse­ 
ments, etc .on the Sabbath. This was 
the only day that the actor found 
himself free to enjoy himself. 
He 
therefore liegan to look about for 
some other way of amusing himself. 
Some gathered together and Havent 
the day and evening in a botel room, 
serving refreshments, etc., and hold­ 
ing session which soon grew large 
enough that they adopted a name 
The Jolly Corks. 
It is supposed 
that this name was suggested by the 
flying corks from the champagne 
bottles which occurred during their 
gatherings together. 
“ A s its meetings grew 
larger a 
hall was rente<I where these members 
met, same tieing still restricted to 
members of theatrical companies 
Soon other cities, such as Philadel­ 
phia, Baltimore, Boston and Brook 
lyn 
inaugurated similar societies, 
presumably for the same purpose 
aud presumably from the sa me cause. 
With this grow th they gradually 
added other items of amusement to 
their program, one of whic h was to 
conduct 
a 
mock 
trial 
against a 
brother, imposing a line, thereby 
paying for their refreshments. 


“ The thought of helping its jsior 
and unfortunate members was then 
brought about by the solicitation of 
some unfortunate brother and from 
that time on, they added to the on* 
purpose ot amusement, the other of 
aiding those in need and in distress. 
“ Now, what was the origin of th* 
name Elk, how was it applied and 
how 
adopted? 
At one 
time two 
memls'rs of the “Jolly Corks 
chain* 
cd to meet in Barnum a museum aud 
passed through together. 
In gazing 
about the museum their guze fell 
upon a beautiful moose head and lie 
ing so attracted by its beauty, tie 
sired to name their order after it, 
calling 
it 
‘The 
Elks.’ 
It 
was 
brought up as a suggestion beton 
their meeting 
“ Brother Thompson, who is th* 
father of the order, in looking up tin 
history, characteristics and habits of 
tin* elk, 
was favorably impressed 
with this suggestion. 
It, as has 
been state*I, is gentle and timid, fleet 
of f*xit and will only fight to defend 
its female companion, the young or 
those in distress. 
“ Its mein beni were likewise im­ 
pressed and therefore this name was 
adopted. 
With the discarding of 
their old name, they also admitted 
other besides actors to the ranks o f 
Elkdom. 
They charged an initiation 
fee of $5 and met in a regular 
hall 
set aside for tlust purpose. 
“ Ever keeping their emblem of 
protection to the front, they 
were 
a so 
foremost in charitable ar ts 
I rider their management came the 
first charity ball. 
Th** first charity
